In 1898 was published the first collection 
of Mr. Thomas Hardy's poems. In 1901 
followed “Poems of the Past and Pre- 
sent,” and in 1909 “Time's Laughing- 
stocks.” This division has been main- 
tained in the present collected edition, 
and there have been added a fourth 
‘“Satires of Circumstance: Lyrics and 
Reveries,” and a fifth, “Moments of 
Vision.” But, whatever the division, the 
undercurrent that runs through all the 


poems is the same. ) 


The pessimism of the 
author's novels is salievell by the glory of 


the countryside and by the gleam of some 
lovable nature amid the gloomier charac- 
ters; but in the poems there is no such 
relief. Poignant tragedy broods over 
those in which the scene is laid in the 
Wessex country, though a Kabelaisian 
tale at times offers a less distressing pic- 
ture. The charm of natural scenery, so 
conspicuous in the novels, here hardly en- 
ters. Mr. Hardy‘ can offer us nothing 
like Meredith's wonderful “Love in the 
Valley ”: we doubt, in fact, whether there 
is a single one of his poems which is 
familiar to the ordinary reader. Not that 
this is any test whether a poem be good or 
bad, for Mr. Hardy is a poet. He has 
mastery of metre; he has imagination, 
though of a warped cast; and his work is 
eminently readable. But, as he says him- 
self, in one of his introductions, his lyrics 
must be regarded in the main as dramatic 
monologues. There is little doubt that 
this dramatic quality is what holds the at- 
tention, and what will in the end give Mr, 
Hardy his place as a poet. 

He has his dramas of country-folk and 
his dramas of higher social life. It is the 
latter which set his philosophy of life, 
more particularly of married life, in its 
most unpleasant light. There is a cyni- 
cism in his weighing of the morals of men 
and women which, if true, would shatter 
one’s faith in love. Is the end of all life 
to be summed in the lines— 

Before the years had torn oid. troths 
As they tear all sweet things? 

It is difficult to see where Mr. Hardy’s 
philosophy is to lead us. With him life is 
not a battle, much lessa song. It is not even 
a jest—it seems to be merely a mockery. 
Yet with it all he can break out into such 
a sweet lyric as the “ Song of the Soldiers’ 
Wives and Sweethearts '"—

THE PRODUCTION OF BEEF. 

The Faculty of Agriculture in the Uni 
versity of Cambridge has done such valu- 
able work in the improvement of cereals 
and in manurial experiments that we 
cordially welcome one of its first publica- 
tions dealing with the question of stock. 
Mr. Mackenzie is peculiarly well fitted to: 
deal with the subject. The war has. up- 
set many beliefs. No longer is it regarded 
as axiomatic that beef can only be pro 
duced from permanent pasture, and the 
plough has ome as necessary to the 
stock-breeder as to the corn-producer. Mr, 
Mackenzie makes a stromg case for a 
thorough agricultural reform. He points 
out the folly of importing food that rt 
as readil be produced at home, and in- 
sists on the development and perfection of 
“dual purpose” cattle. That many of 
his views will meet with direct opposition 
from the older class of farmer goes with- 
out saying, but a better educated genera- 
tion will immediately see the advantage of 
tried scientific methods as com with. 
the older ones which were merely empiric: 
In no case is the difference more marked 
than in breeding for meat-production. 

Probably Mr. Mackenzie’s most valu- 
able chapter is that on “dual purpose 
cattle,” but he also gives most valuable his- 
torical information on the subject of pedi- 
gree stock. It may be noted that he is no 

reat admirer of the now fashionable 
Holstein cattle, which, in his opinion, do. 
not compare favourably with a good dairy 
shorthorn. Dr. F. , MM all con- 
tributes an interesting chapter on animal 
physiology, and pleads for more general 
study of this subject. The whole book is 
capitally produced, and will repay perusal 
by every cattle breeder and feeder in the 
country:

LORD FRENCH’S FINE 
j TRIBUTE. 
An interesting ceremony took place at Porto- 
bello Barracks, Rathmines, yesterday morning, 
when the Colour of the 2nd Battalion of the 


Worcestershire Regiment was trooped, in the 
presence of His Excellency Viscount French and 
a distinguished gathering, in commemoration of 
the 3ist October, 1914, on which date, during 
‘the first battle of Ypres, was fought the action 
at ‘Gheluvelt, when all ranks of the battalion 
nobly upheki their motto, “fighting with 
unparelieled firmnens.”’ i 

The conducts. of the battalion during 
the ¢ritical action it worth recording. 
About the 2th October, 1914, Field- 
Marsha! Sir John Freneh, Commander-in-Chief 
of the British Forces in France, determined to 
make a stand in front of Ypres, to the capture 
of which town the German armies were march- 
ing in overwhelming etrength. On October Sist, 
after ten days of continuous and severe fight- 
ing, the 2nd Worcestershire Regiment was en- 
trenched in Polygon Wood, which is about 
ch, miles due East of Ypres. The village of 

eluvelt was about 2,000 yards South of the 
wood on the Ypres-Menin road. During the 
morning of this day the British line, perilously 
weakened by repeated blows from the enemy, 
was forced by the massed Prussian Guard at 
the village of Gheluvelt, the key to the posi- 
tion, the capture of which opened the road to 
Ypres and Calais. The Kaiser himeelf was pre- 
sent in the field with his troops in order that he 
might witness in person the final destruction of 
the British line, and might be able to enter 
the corfquered capital of Flanders at the head 
of his Prussian Legions. About 1 p.m. on that 
day the 2nd Battalion Worcestershire Regunent, 
commanded by Major Hankey, received orders 
from Brigadier-General C. FiteClarence, V.C., 
to advance without delay to deliver a counter- 
attack with the utmost vigour against ' the 
enemy, who were in possession of Gheluvelt, 
and to re-establish our line there. The advance 
was made by a series of rushes under very 
heavy enemy artillery fire. Part of it was 
across an open space of 200 yards, and here tho 
enemy shrapnel fire was terriiic, causing Over 
100 casualties. By 2.530 the gap was filled and 
the line was re-established. Nevertheless the 
enemy continued to shell heavily our re- 
eaptured trenches during the remainder of the 
day. Thus was the 2nd Battalion Worcester- 
shire Regiment called upon to fill the gap at 
Gheluvelt. The consequenees of the non-fullfil- 
ment of this order migh» well have been disas- 
trous, not only to the entire British force in 
Belgium, but also to the British Empire, as the 
Channel ports would have been at the mercy 
of the Germans if our line at Ypres had not 
been held. |

MAY IMPOSE £5,000 ON RATE- 
PAYERS. 

At the meeting of the Kingstown Urban Coun- 
cil yesterday, Mr. J. J. Kennedy, J.P,, Chair- 
man, presiding, Mr. Louis Monks proposed, and 
Mr. Rochford seconded, the adoption of the re- 
port of the Construction Committee, which re- 
commended the erection of 420 houses, and that 
plans, ete., be submitted to the Local Govern- 
ment Board. " 

Mr. A. V. McCormick, J.P., criticised the pro- 
posal. He said that the scheme involved the ex- 
penditure of almost a quarter of a million of 
money. According to the Local Government 
Board's requirements, houses could not be built 
for less than £800 or £1,000 each. Im the ab- 
sence of an estimate, the accountant had made 
a calculation that houses could be built at 
£600, but to pay for all charges they would have 
to be let’ at 23s. a week. This Council had 
stated that the workingmen of Kingstown, who 
were in houses let at 3s. 6d. a week, were unable 
to pay that rent, and they reduced it. If they 
extimated that they could gei Fa. a week for the 
new houses, which was a. very high rent for 
workingmen, they would get a subsidy of 10s., 
and leave a deficit of 5s. a week on each house 
to be made up from the ratés. If they built 
430 houses that would mean. that the ratepayers 
would be saddled with £5,000 a year. 

Sir Thomas Robinson protested against this 
colossal echeme being saddled on the ratepayers 
without any estimate of the eost or of the 
revenue, or of the number of persons whe re- 
quired houses. 

Mr. H. J. Monks, J.P., said that if there was 
anything wreng with the acheme it was want of 
generosity on the part of the English Govern- 
ment, which did not extend to Ireland the same 
benefits that it had extended to the housing of 
the English people. 

Mr. M. Devitt said that they had 278 occupied 
houses which were unfit for habitation. The lid 
of applications showed that 400 people in the 
district required houses. 

The Chairman said that he would not be in 
favour of burdening the ratepayers with more 
than what the ratepayers in England would 
have to pay under the English Act. 

The Committee's report was adopted.

HOW THE SCHEME IS TO BE CARRIED OUT, 


The Flome Secretary has issued the following 
Note as to giving effect to the King’s mes- 
sage in Great Britain :— 

“The Government feel that the carrying out 
of the King’s wishes must be left to the sym- 
pathetic good-will of the community. No general 
instructions can ensure the success of a ceremony 
which can only be truly impressive if it is 
universal and spontaneous.

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GAIETY THEATRE CONCERT. 


ORCHESTRAL MUSIC. 

We have heard so little orchestral music in 
Dublin of recent years thet yestefday's concert 
came as & much-needed reminder of what we 
are losing. It is evident that it is not the 
orchestra that we lack, or the conductors, and 


‘one can hardly think a public would be want- 


ing for music of the character given yesterday. 
The audience in this case was keenly apprecia- 
tive. 

The programme opened with Gounod’s March 
Cortége, '“ La Reine de Saba,” ably conducted 
by Mr. John Moody, who was content to em- 
phasise its characteristic points to a clear and 
finished performance. The work does nót allow 
for individuality in treatment, but sometimes 
the simpler the music, the wilder the conductor. 
“1 would like to see a little more dignity and 
restraint and more usefulness in the conductor,” 
says Sir Edward Elgar, whose words were 
brought to mind by Mr. Moody’s capable con. 
trel of the orchestra. The glorious “ Leonora 
No, 3” Overture (Beethoven) was the next 
orchestral number. " Dr. Esposito'’s treatment 
of Beethoven has always been of the highest 
musical and artistic order, with a broad, clean- 
cut, masterly style, after the master's own 
heart. The work is too well known for com- 
ment. It was given splendidly, a special note 
to be made om the wonderfully rushing strings 
of the close. The first performance in Ireland 
of “In Fairyland,” hy Sir Frederic Cowen, was 
condueted by Mr. W. 8. Nabarro. This ab 
rolutely charming “ Suite de Ballet,” enpposed 
to have been largely influenced by Sir PF. 
Cowen a tour in Norway, is a really wonderful 
piece of descriptive or imaginative writing. 
“The March of the Giants,” with its grotesque 
touches; “ The Wood Nymphs,” with the lovely 
horns, strings, and touches of woodwind; “ The 
Moonbéam Fairies,” where drums are subdued 
to their pattering footsteps, and the weird 
“Dance of the Witehes” made one wish to have 
heard the other two numbers of the group. Miss 
Doris Woodall «ang “ Mon Coeur s'ouvre A ta 
voix” with a rich vibrant passion, though too 
great a recurrence of the “clouded” effect of 
voice. Her enoore, “Rory, Darling,” was very 
touching, and free from mannerisms. Miss 
Edna Bennie sang the difficult cadenzas of 
“Vilanelle” in a bright clear tone 
that was very pleasant. Still more so was her 
little encore song. Mr. Albert Bond sang “On 
with the Motley” (Leencavallo) after now-ac- 
cepted traditions, but his “ When Other Lips” 
was individual and finely. sung. Mr. Arthur 
Winckworth sang “I'm a Roamer” (Mendels- 
sohn) in his usual finished style, but it was in 
“ Drinking” that the fine quality of his bass 
was best heard. Miss Annie Lord played 
Chopin's “Scherzo B fiat Minor” with a fine 
nnderstanding of its complexity, and some dis- 
appointment was felt that she did not respond 
to the encore. Mr.Weaving proved, as always, 
a capable and artistic accompanist.

THE REJECTION MOVED.

SECOND READING CARRIED. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Sir Robert Horne, Minister of Labour, in 
moving the second reading of the Industrial 
Courts Bill, esid that the bill set out to do 
three ‘things—to set up permandért Industrial 
Courts in this country, to eet up a court of in- 
quiry into trade disputes, and to make it illegal 
to pay wages at a less rate than waa being 
paid now under decisions of the Interim Court of 
Arbitration, until 30th September, 1920. The 
original Act dealing with the maintenance of 
the existing rates of wages would come to an 
end on November @lst, and it was felt that 
something must be put in ite place. Nothing 
affected trade and industry eo badly as unsettle- 
ment, and it might be an advantage to an em- 
ployer, in the arranging of his contracts, to 
know what conditiona were, to prevail during 
the ensuing year. It was the representatives 
of the trades anionists who first urged the Go- 
vernment to.continue the operation of the 
Wayes (Temporary Regulation) Act for another 
year. He, accordingly, saw the representatives 
of the employers, who were distinctly opposed 
to the continuance of the Wages Regulation 
Act in the form in which it then stood. It 
contained the anomaly that, whereas it was 
competent for the workman to force the em- 
ployer to come to courts of arbitration to have 
a wage question decided, and wheress it was 
incumbent on the employer to observe the de- 
cision given, there was no legal compulsion on 
the workman, who was neither obliged to come 
to the court when the employer put in his 
application, nor was he legally bound by the 
decision at which the arbitration court might 
arrive. Accordingly, they had in the present 
bill a proposal to make it. illegal, up to 50th 
September next, to pay less than the present 
rate when fixed by an arbitration court. 

NO LEGAL COMPULSION, 

The bill put no legal compulsion 
on either side. It allowed either party 
to go to the court to have a_ rate 
substituted for the rate previously fixed by the 
Interim Court. Applieations, either for an in- 
crease or for a decrease, could be referred to 
the Industrial Court, but, of course, the arbi- 
tration was entirely voluntary. He did not 
agree with people who argued that a voluntary 
arbitration would not be worth much. The re- 
presentatiyes of the workers took strenuous ob- 
jection to the compulsory clauses which were 
originally in the bill, as an infringement of the 
righta obtained under the Trade Disputes Act, 
and these clauses, as affecting both employers 
and work-people, were eventually withdrawn. 
It should be made clear, however, that it was 
not any desire on the part of the trade unions 
to evade decisions of the Courts that ied to 
their opposition, and he believed that, notwith- 
standing the absence of compulsion, these deci- 
sions would be observed. He believed in the 
good faith of the wnions in this matter. During 
the last eleven months the Interim Court of 
Arbitration had.decided 855 cases, and in only 
three of these cases had there been any strike 
against the award, (Cheers.) 

DEFECTS OF COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 

Nor had compulsory arbitration been such a 
complete suceess in other countries as to justify 
us at present in proposing it. In Australia it 
had proved a failure, and a less stringent mes- 
sure, in operation in Canada, had been con- 
spicyously successful. The reason in beth cases 
was, he believed, because the people were not 
ready for it. What we really had to do was to 
foster the arbitration spirit and to encourage 
every means by which people would voluntarily 
agree to settle their disputes hy reference to an 
Arbitration Court, rather than by the violence 
of strikes, (Hear, hear,) Aa to the Court of In- 
quiry that was to be set up with the object of 
enlightening public opinion as to the merits of a 
dispute, the Court could be set up by order of 
the Minister of Labour, and it wonld have 
power to compel people to attend and to pro- 
duce books and documents. Apart from its im- 
mediate effect, it was hoped that this bill would 
bring a better atmosphere and a happier spirit 
into our industrial relations. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Clynes eaid that the bill proposed not 

cortinne the existing Wayée Act, “but 
also to establish & new system of arbitration, 
and to institute an entirely nove] method of 
inquiring into the causes of dieputee. Speaking 
on behalf of the Labour Conference that met 
the Minister of Labour, he had to eay that they 
régarded thie as an unnecessary niixing up of 
very big questions. 

Mr. Clement Edwards said that, afíer all that 
had been done towards the establishment of 
Whitley Councils, it was _a ead pity and a 
tragedy that the House should be called upon to 
fave all the great problems of industrial arbi- 
tration and conciliation as a mere accidental 
afterthought to the negotiations during the 
railway etrike. . 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain said that he re 
gretted the omission of the clauses which had 
been dropped, but he did not agree that with- 
out them the bill was useless. He thought that 
the Courts of Unquiry would prove valuable in 
informing public opinion. 


THE REJECTION MOVED. 

Mr. Remer moved the rejection of the bill on 
the ground that it was a patchwork attempt at 
the solution of a great problem. 

Sir Frederick Banbury opposed the whole bill 
because, he said, he thought it would do no 
good at all. 

Sir Donald Maclean said that when one found 
in industrial matters the hierarehy of the om- 
ployers joining with the high priesthood of the 
trade unions in active opposition to, or tepid 
approval of, a measure, it was safe to infer 
that there was something in it for the general 
public. Therefore he advised the Government 
not to be discouraged by the reception the bill 
had met with. He particularly welcomed the 
setting up of the Courts of Inquiry. Therefore 
he should vote for the second reading. 


MR. WARDLE. 


Mr. Wardle said that the fears of hon. mem- 
bers were perfectly groundless. The bill did 
nothing to interfere with the conciliation ma- 
chinery now in active operation.

TROTSKY ‘BELIEVES 

PETROGRAD TO BE SAFE. 

The War Ofhee annownees that a report has 
reached it from the British Military Mission 
attached to General Denikin's Headquarters, 
whith gives the situation on November 4th on 
the South Rassian front. The Bolsheviks on 
the front of the Caucamis Army have gained 
some ground west of Cherni Yar, and also at 
Kamenni Yar, both on the Volga, south-east of 
Tearitsin. At the Jatter place, however, a 
counter-attack by the Russians regained all tho 
ground lest. On the north bank of the Volga, 
east of Tearitsin, Gencral Wrangel’s troops have 
captured Onshib, with 400 prisoneré, one gun, 
and eight machine-guns. 

On the front of the Dor Army, heavy attacks 
by the Bolshevik cavalry and armoured cars 
forced the Cossacks ‘to retire to the line of the 
Khoper on a 30-mile front, immediately north 
of its eonfinencs with the Don. West of Bori- 
soglybesk, the Cossacks centre completely de- 
feated the Bolshevik First Division, taking from 
w 4,700 pri rs, 24 guns,and 120 machine-guns, 
West of Voroney strong forces of Bolshevik 
cavalry are advancing against the left of the 
Don Army along the railway towarde Kastornoe 
Junction. 

On the Volunteer Army front the Volunteers 
have retaken Syevsk, capturing 700 prisoners 
and 10 machine-guns from the two Communist 
regiments holding it. West of Kiev the Bol- 
sheviks have been driven out of Fastow. The 
advance against Petliura is continuing without 
interruption.

An interesting ceremony took place at Porto- 
bello ‘Barracks, Rathmines, yesterday morning, 
when the Colour of the 2nd Battalion of the 
Worcestershire Regiment was trooped, in the 
presence of His Excellency Viscount French and 
a distinguished gathering, in eommemoration of 
the 3ist October, 1914, on which date, during 
‘the first bettle of Ypres, was fought the action 
et Gheluvelt, when all ranks of the battalion 
nobly upheki their motto, “fighting with 
unparelisled firmness.”’ 

The conduct of 
the ‘eritical action i worth recording. 
About the With Octdber, 1914, Field- 
Marsha! Sir John Freneh, Commander-in-Chief 
of the British Forces in France, determined to 
make a stand in front of Ypres, to the capture 
of which town the German armies were march- 
ing in overwhelming etrength. On October ó1et, 
after ten days of continucus and severe fight- 
ing, the 2nd Worcestershire Regiment was en- 
trenched in Polygon Wood, which is about 
“á miles due East of Ypres. The village of 

eluvelt was about 2,000 yards South of the 
wood on the Ypres-Menin road. During the 
morning of this day the British line, perilously 
weakened by repeated blows from the enemy, 
was forced by the massed Prussian Guard at 
the village of Gheluvelt, the key to the posi- 
tion, the capture of which opened the road to 
Ypres and Calais. The Kaiser himself was pre- 
sent in the field with his troops in order thst ho 
might witness in person the final destruction of 
the British line, and might be able to enter 
the corftuered capital of Flanders at the head 
of his Prussian Legions. About 1 p.m. on that 
day the 2nd Battalion Worcestershire Regiment, 
commanded by Major Hankey, received orders 
from Brigadier-General ©. FiteClarence, V.C., 
to advance without delay to deliver a counter- 
attack with the utmost vigour against ' the 
enemy, who were in possession of Gheluvelt, 
and to re-establish our line there. The advance 
was made by a series of rushes under. very 
heavy enemy artillery fire. Part of it was 
a ross an open space of 200 yards, and here the 
enemy shrapnel] fire was terrific, causing over 
100 casualties. By 2.30 the gap was filled and 
the line was re-established. Nevertheless the 
enemy continued to shell heavily our re- 
eaptured trenehes during the remainder of the 
day. Thus was the 2nd Battalion Worcester- 
shire Regiment called upon to fill the gap at 
Gheluvelt. The consequenees of the non-fulfil- 
ment of this order might well have been disas- 
trous, not only to the entire British force in 
Belgium, but also to the British Empire, as the 
Channel ports would have been at the mercy 
of the Germans if our line at Ypres had not 
been held.

MAY IMPOSE £5,000 ON RATE- 
PAYERS. 


At the meeting of the Kingstown Urban Coun- 
cil yesterday, Mr. J. J. Kennedy, J.P,, Ohair- 
man, presiding, Mr. Louis Monks proposed, and 
Mr. Rochford seconded, the adoption of the re- 
port of the Construction Committee, which re- 
commended the erection of 420 houses, and that 
plans, eic., be submitted to the Local Govern- 
ment Board. : : 

Mr. A. V. MeCormick, J.P., criticised the pro- 

sal. He said that the scheme involved the ex- 
penditure of almost a quarter of a million of 
money. According to the Local Government 
Board's requirements, houses could not be built 
for less than £800 or £1,000 each. In the ab- 
sence of an estimate, the accountant had made 
a calculation that houses could be built at 
£600, but to pay for all charges they would have 
to be let at 23s. a week. This Council had 
stated that the workingmen of Kingstown, who 
were in houses let at 3s. 6d. a week, were unable 
to pay that rent, and they reduced it. If they 
extimated that they could gei Ss. a week for the 
new houses, which was a very high rent for 
workingmen, they would get a subsidy of 10s., 
and leave a deficit of 5s. a week on each house 
to. be made up from the ratés. If they built 
430 houses that would mean that the ratepayers 
would be saddied with £5,000 a year. 

Sir Thomas Robinson protested against this 
colossal echeme being saddied on the ratepayers 
without any estimate of the eost or of the 
revenue, or of the number of persons whe re- 
quired houses. 

Mr. H. J. Monks, J.P., seid that if there was 
anything wrong with the scheme it was want of 
generosity on the part of the English Govern- 
ment, which did not extend to Ireland the same 
benefits that it had extended to the housing of 
the English people. 

Mr. M. Devitt said that they bad 278 oceupied 
houses which were unfit for habitation. The lid 
of applications showed that 400 people in the 
district required houses. | 

The Chairman said that he would not be in 
favour of burdening the ratepayers with more 
than what the ratepayers in England would 
have to pay under the English Act.

LORD FRENCH. 


Lord French then addressed the battalion. He 
said that they were there that day to celebrate 
a very great event in British military annals. 
The breaking of the enemy s line in the Ypres 
ealient on Álst October, 1914, and the subse- 
quent glorious recapture of Gheluveli, and the 
lost position proved to be an event of the most 
momentous importance—momentous not only in 
British military history, but in the history of 
the British Empire. If the enemy had succeeded 
in maintaining his advantage and pressed on 
to the Ypres corner, the Channel pofts would 
have been lost, and the whole course of the 
campaign would have been changed. He could 
best describe its importance by quoting from «4 
leading article in The Times on last Friday, the 
day of the anniversary of that great event, in 
which it was stated :—' If the war wae not won 
at Ypres, the pledge of victory was given when 
the Ol4 Army blazed the trail for the New.” 
That was the second time he had the honour 
and pleasure of standing on parade and address- 
ing the 2nd Battalion of the Worcesters, the 
last occasion being in France, almost to a day, 
five years ago. What the Worecesters did on 
that ever-memorable occasion would go down 
in history. It was well known to him, and it 
was needless for him to recapitulate it. He con- 

ratulated them in France, and now he again 
congratulated them on the splendid part which 


gallantry that wae then displayed, it was diffi- 
eult to know what would have happened. lt 
must ever be a glory for those who belonged to 
the battalion, whether they took part in that 
action or not, to look back on that eventful day 
when the Briton and Hun were locked in a 
deadly combat, which was to decide the fate of 
empires. When they thou ht of that momentous 
eecasion and the magnificent part whieh the 
Worcesters took in that meve, and when they 
remembered how gloriously they fought and how 
gloriously they won, they had every reason to 
eongratulate themselves upon belonging to that 
magnificent battalion.

We have heard so little orchestral music in 
Dublin of recent years that yesterday's concert 
came as & much-needed reminder of what we 
are losing. It is evident that it is not the 
orchestra that we lack, or the conductors, and 
one can hardly think a public would be want- 
ing for music of the character given yesterday. 
The audience in this case was keenly apprecia-

The programme opened with Gounod’s March 
Cortége, “‘La Reine de Saba,” ably conducted 
by Mr. John Moody, who was content to em- 
phasise its characteristic points to a clear and 
finished performance. The work does nót allow 
for individuality in treatment, but sometimes 
the simpler the music, the wilder the conductor. 
“] would like to see a little more dignity and 
restraint and more usefulness in the conductor,” 
says Sir Edward Elgar, whose words were 
brought to mind by Mr. Moody's capable con- 
trol of the orchestra. The glorious “ Leonora 
No. 3” Overture (Beethoven) was the next 
orchestral number. © Dr. Eeposito'’s treatment 
of Beethoven has always been of the. highest 
musical and artistic order, with a broad, clean- 
eut, masterly style, after the master’s own 
heart. The work is too well known for com- 
ment. It was given splendidiy, a special note 
to be made om the wonderfully rushing strings 
of the close. The first performance in Ireland 
of “In Fairyland,” hy Sir Frederie Cowen, was 
conducted by Mr. W. 8. Nabacro. This ab 
rolutely charming “ Suite de Ballet,” supposed 
to have been largely influenced by Sir F. 
Cowen's tour in Norway, is a really wonderful 
piece of descriptive or imaginative writing. 
“The March of the Gianta,” with its grotesque 
touches; “ The Wood Nymphs,” with the lovely 
horns, strings, and touches of woodwind; “ The 
Moonbéam Fairies,” where drums are subdued 
to their paitering footsteps, and the weird 
“Dance of the Witches” made one wish to have 
heard the other two numbers of the group. Miss 
Doris Woodall sang “ Mou Cour souvre A ta 


‘| voix” with a rich vibrant passion, though too 


great «a recurrence of the “clouded” effect of 
voice. Her encore, “ Rory, Darling,” was very 
touching, and free from mannerisms. Miss 
Fdna Bennie sang the difficult cadenzas of

THE REJECTION MOVED. 


SECOND READING CARRIED. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Sir Robert Horne, Minister of Labour, in 
moving the second reading of the Industrial 
Courts Bill, eaid that the bill set out to do 
three ‘things—to set up permanért Industrial 
Courts in this country, to eet up a court of in- 
quiry into trade disputes, and to make it illegal 
to pay wages at a leas rate than waa being 
paid now under decisions of the Interim Court of 
Arbitration, until 30th September, 1920. The 
original Act dealing with the maintenance of 
the existing rates of wages would come to an 
end on November @lst, and it was felt that 
something must be put in ite place. Nothing 
affected trade and industry eo badly as unsettle- 
ment, and it might be an advantage to an em- 
ployer, in the arranging of his contracts, to 
know what conditions were, to prevail during 
the ensuing year. It was the representatives 
of the trade anionists who firet urged the Go- 
vernment to continue the operation of the 
Wayzes (Temporary Regulation) Act for another 
year. He, acoordingly, saw the representatives 
of the employers, who were distinctly opposed 
to the continuance of the Wages Regulation 
Act in the form in which it then stood. It 
contained the anomaly that, whereas it was 
competent for the workman to foree the em- 
ployer to come to courts of arbitration to have 
& wage question decided, and whereas it was 
incumbent on the employer to observe the de- 
cision given, there was no legal compulsion on 
the workinan, who was neither obliged to come 
to the court when the employer put in his 
application, nor was he legally bound by the 
decision at which the arbitration court. might 
arrive. Accordingly, they had in the present 
bill a proposal to make it illegal, up to 30th 
September next, to pay less than the present 
rate when fixed by an arbitration court. 

NO LEGAL COMPULSION, 

The bill put no lesal compulsion 
on either side. It allowed either party 
to go to the court to have a_ rate 
substituted for the rate previously fixed by the 
Interim Court. Applieations, either for an in- 
crease or for a decrease, could be referred to 
the Industrial Court, but, of course, the arbi- 
tration was. entirely voluntary. He did not 
agree with people who argued that a voluntary 
arbitration would not be worth much. The re- 
presentatiyes of the workers took strenuous ob- 
jection to the compulsory clauses which were 
originally in the bill, as an infringement of tho 
righta obtained under the Trade Disputes Act, 
and these clauses, ae affecting both employers 
and work-people, were eventually withdrawn. 
It should be made clear, however, that it was 
not any desire on the part of the trade unions 
to evade decisions of the Courts that led to 
their opposition, and he believed that, notwith- 
standing the absence of compulsion, these deei- 
sions would be observed. He believed in the 
good faith of the unions in this matter. During 
the last eleven months the Interim Court of 
Arbitration had decided 855 cases, and in only 
three of these cases had there been any strike 
against the award. (Cheers.) 

DEFECTS OF COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 

Nor had compulsory arbitration been such a 
complete suceess in other countries as to justify 
us at present in proposing it. In Australia it 
had proved a failure, and a less stringent mee- 
sure, in operation in Canada, had been con- 
spicyously successful. The reason in beth cases 
was, he believed, because the people were not 
ready for it. What we really had to do was to 
foster the arbitration spirit and to encourage 
every means by which people would volunterily 
agree to settle their disputes hy reference to an 
Arbitration Court, rather than by the violence 
of strikes. (Hear, hear,) Aa to the Court of In- 
quiry that was to be set up with the object of 
enlightening public opinion as to the merits of a 
dispute, the Court could be set up by order of 
the Minister of Labour, and it wonkl have 
power to compel people to attend and to pro- 
duce books and documents. Apart from its tm- 
mediate effect, it was hoped that this bill would 
bring a better atmosphere and a happier spirit 
into our industrial relations. (Cheers.)

He thought that 
the Courts of Unquiry would prove valuable in 
informing public opinion. : 


THE REJECTION MOVED. 


Mr. Remer moved the rejection of the bill on 
the ground that it was a patchwork attempt at 
the solution of a great problem. 

Sir Frederick Banbury opposed the whole bil! 
because, he said, he thought it would do no 
good at all. 

Sir Donald Maclean said that when one found 
in industrial matters the hierarehy of the em- 
ployers joining with the high priesthood of the 
trade unions in active opposition to, or tepid 
approval of, a measure, it was safs to infer 
that thore was something in it for the general 
public. Therefore he advised the Government 
not to be discouraged by the reception the bill 
had met with. He particularly welcomed the 
setting up of the Courts of Inquiry. Therefore 
he should véte for the second reading.

Germany hae also to pay the 
Allied and Associated Governments the value of 
the a¢ronautical material that has been ex- 
ported. The Protocol concludes :—In the event 
of Germany not satisfying these obligations 
within the periods herein provided, the Allied 
and Associated Powers reeerve to themaelves 
the right of taking all rilitary or other 
measures of coercion which they consider ap- 
propriate.

The 
breeder hae been made to believe that it is un- 
necessury to investigate, from hie point of 
view, the merite or demerits of a Department 
sire, and that no mare is like q@ nominated one. 
It appears to pay him to patronise both when 
he etarte to breed a home. He gets a free 
service, and thinks that hig “ imetructors’’ at 
the Department know it all, and that he is safe 
in their nanda, What a delusion! 1 would 
ask this breeder where did the old Irish cart- 
horse come from, who bred end festered him, 
and who killed him? Where has the Conne- 
marta pony gone-—-the best the world knew—and 
who exterminated him? Who was responsible 
for introducing the hackney to ' improve ’’ your 
breed, and who tried to foist the nondescript, 
haif-bred Normandy horse on you? Who in- 
troduced the sofi, sloppy, hairy-heeled breeds 
to pollute your horses? The same Department 
that has undertaken to teach you how to breed 
w better horse than your forefathers bred. 

l ask the same breeder, where have all the 
high-class balf-bred colts and fillies you bred 
twenty-five years ago, or more, gone tor 
What has become of the mare for whose foal 
you wero offered £25 or £530, if.it was a lilly 
or colt, as the case might be? Men fell. over 
one another to get the refusal of her progeny 
months before she foaled. Who bred her, and 
where did the sire of her progeny come from? 

Here in my own county 1 can remember, in 
my own time, a host of sires that every breeder 
regretted when they died—r.g., Will Scarlett, 
Chit Chat, Oliver, Gold Finch, Home Rule, 
Tamerlane, Lochinvar, Lapcock, Ninepin, etc. 
Who selected these horses for stud purposes? 
The shrewd Roscommon breeder, with an .ex- 
perience of horee-breeding and horses—a man 
that knew exactly the type he wanted, and 
that his banking account wanted. Can anyone 
inention the names of Depariment sires that 
stood in this county that made breeding a 
bali-bred horse a profitable undertaking, or the 
nates of their sires that made such an under- 
taking very unprofitable? One ta an easy ques- 
tiem to answer, the other rather difficalt. 

Why are we not able to produce at least as 
good a horse now ae we did twenty-five years 
ago, and in the eame numbers?’ in my opinion, 
both the sire and mere ere at fault. in many 
cases neither suits local conditions. The sire ie 
not bough! with a view to suiting the soil his 
progeny have to grow on. Quality, &ire, 
substance, and bone are all vital considerations 
iu selecting a stad horse to suit his environ- 
ment.

AN INFLUENZA PRECAUTION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—Influensa is reported to be «lightly on 
tWe increase in England, and, in view of the 
danger of anothe? devastating epidemic in Ire- 
jand. I ehould like to call attention to the 
powers of jocal autheritiés to provide nurses for 
petiente in their own homes. Under Section 
67 of the Pablic Health Acte Amendment Aci, 
1907, a local authority may provide nurses for 
attendance on patiente suffering from any in- 
fectioue disease, who, owing te want of accom- 
modation at the hospitel or danger-of infection, 
cannot be removed te the hospital, or in caseu 
where removal to the hospite! ie likely to en- 
danger the patient's health. A ressonabie sum 
may be charged for the nurse s services. It will 
be remembered fhat very many patients during 
the last epidemics were unable to get hepital 
accommodation, while many of those who were 
taken to hospital died there because they were 
really not fit to be moved, aad would have been 
left in their homes if only they could have been 
properly looked after there. 

This provision of the Act of 1907 only becomes 
operative in a district when it je put into force 
by the Local Government Board: at the request 
of the local autherity. If jt is to be applicable 
to influenza, it will also be necessary to extend 
the definition’ of “ infectious diseuse’’ under 
the Infectious Disease (Notification) Act, 1689, 
Section 6. Thie extension can be secured, per- 
manently or temporarily, by the jocal autivority 
with the sanction of the Local 
Board, or even, in emergency, without the prior 
sanction of the Local Government Board,

There is not the least question that the 
modern 1920 car has been improved in cngine 
efficiency, in economy, in quietness, in comfort, 
in strength. in yt acing rs in life, and in 
convenience, but there is ne outstanding 
characteristic in which it has not. been im- 
proved, and that is, cheapness! One regrets to 
have to say that the British manufacturer seems 
incapable of realising that for the motor in- 
dustry to become stable, and to be in a position 
in which it can resist attacks from the outside, 
it must not only progress in the excellence of 
the products which it turns out, but it must 
also expand its scope. There never was an 
Olympia Motor Show before which was so 
essentially an exhibition of high quality, high 
cost cars. So much so is this the case that one 
might easily imagine that the average price 
at which the typical motor manufacturer .cx- 
pects cars to be sold is somewhere in the neigh- 
bourhood of a thousand pounds.

THE FUTURE OF THE SMALL 
CAR. 


(SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED.) 

A weekly class for the instruction of their 
1,200 employés has been formed by a big taxi- 
cab company in London, and a very comprehen- 
sive -echeme of motor education has been drawn 


up. In the first lecture the audience were made | 


acquainted with the theory of the interna] .com- 
bustion engine, while succeeding lectures up to, 
ten deal with ignition, carburetters, lubrica- 
tion, transmission and gearing, stecring, current 
defects, wear and tear, running repairs, tyres— 
their constitution and care—the production of 
essential parts, heat, treatinent of steels, con- 
cluding with a description of a large auto- 
mobile factory. Sectioned models and simple 
diagrams are proving helpful in enabling the 
pupils to grasp the manner in which their 
engines and other chassis components operate, 
The policy is in direct contrast to that which 
prevailed some years ago, when a taxi driver 
disdained to do anything more than to drive, 
and it ie all to the good that they now have 


| Opportunities to take an intelligent interest in

LEFT OR RIGHT. 
The fat of an American car maker, that 


ithe British market must take his onc mode! 
| with left-hand stecring, has given rise to much 


debate. Unfortunately for those who are try- 


Í ing to persuade themselves. that it is accept- 
| able, there is the clinching argument that left- 


hand eteering was fitted expressly for countries 
where the right-hand side of the road is the 
proper one, and the converse of the argument 
is that left-hand roads require right-hand cars. 
On English roads left-hand steering has the 
decided disadvantages that one cannot see só 
far round the corner, that it spoils the balance 
of a car running on a left-hand camber, and 
that it renders it almost impossible to give 
adequate signals of one’s intentions to drivers 
behind. The proposition is an interesting one, 
and has some humorous aspects. Will the 
majesty of the law be required to make left- 
hand sieering illegal?—a very unlikely thing— 
or shall we be brought into line with the 
majority of the world by the dictates of a 
motor majesty? 
AT OWNER’S RISK. 

For some reason many garage proprietors, 

since one bell-wether set the path, have re- 


| fused to drive cars, even on test after repair, 


unless the owner consents to take the risk of 
damage. It is a very unsportsmanlike course, 
an admission of lack of trust in employés, and 
finally, it is unbusinesslike, for a road test 
after repair is most natural and desirable, and 
should be regarded as part of the repairing 
process. Surely it is for the repairer to cover, 
by insurance or otherwise, the risk of damage 
while a very mecessary procedure is beiug 
carried out. One firm, at least, has now broken

ELECTRIC HEATING AND OTHER DEVICES, 
With the advent of winter some car owners 
will experience difficulties in starting up their 
engines, in some cases possibly amounting to 
serious exhaustion, or, at least, dscomfiture, 


even when the stock practices of filling the! 


radiator with boiling water, wrapping a-rag 
steeped in water round the earburettor and 
shutting off nearly all air, have been tried, 
There are now quite a number of miniature 
carburetters on the markei, and the fitting 
of such an auxiliary may overcome the trouble. 
Those fortunate enongh to be able to iap an 
electric light circuit are well off, and will 
probably find it worth while to invest in one 
electrical device or another. Quite a neat 
little arrangement is one which fits on to the 
carburetier and warms it up thoroughly when 
the current is turned on. The’ attention «w! 
those who want to go farther. and prevent 
their engine ever falling to the chilly stage may 
be directed to small electric heaters, which can 
be suspended within the bennet. The con- 
sumption is put at one unit of current for ten 
hours. The use of. electricity for heating may, 
if desired, be extended from the engine to 
the driver, who can now purchase an eléectri- 
cally heated mat, and then add to hie comfort 
by fitting to the stercrimg wheel a couple of 
electrically heated grips. 4 Thought. has been 
directed towards starting engine by means 
of house current, but it hes not been found 
practicable owing to the difference in voltaze 
between the car starting motor and that of she 
usual house or office current The scheme it 
attractive, and is not technically impossible, 
but from a financial point of view it is prac- 
tically so. 
FRONT WHEEL DRIVE. 

An Australian inventor, after 14 years’ ex- 
periment, is threatening America and Europe, 
England in particular, with a design of front 
wheel drive, for which he claims improved steer- 
ing and non-skidding qualities.

This state of affairs is of con- 
siderable value to motor design progress. The 
powers of light cars vary from ten io twelve 
horse power, and in this range a great. variety 
is offered. 
AERO-ENGINE PRACTICE, 

At least three. makers have _ boldly 
adopted air-cooled radiab engines, and it wil! 
be most interesting to watch for a while per- 
formances of this type of engine in its ap- 
plication to road work. There is no reason to 
suppose that it will prove unsuceessful, for 
though conditions differ from aero work, the 
chief problems of air-cocling have, of necessity, 


received deep study. One maker has adopted} 


a five-cylinder radial, another a three-cylinder, 
while what is known as the fiat twin, the 
simplest form of radial, and very popular on 
motor cycles, is now being applied to car work 
in more than one insiauce. Another remark- 
able experiment is the fitting of an eight-cylin- 
der engine to one car of twelve horse-power, 
and as the make is thoroughly sound is should 
give results. But it must be regardel as a 
luxury. Another small car with radial 
engine incorporates a very bold but scientific 
departure in chassis design made up of triangles, 
the strongest form of constriction, ard what- 
ever its merits, one is grateful for eomething 
original. Wood appears to have been almost 
ignored completely as material for frame con- 
struction. A feature of a new‘car by engineers, 
who hitherto have not made cars, is the fitting 
of the gear-box on the back aklo, a practice 
which had almost died out. Another departure 
in gear-box design is the adoption of a friction 
drive for lower gears on a new light car 
brought out by a famous aviator. The friction 
drive has been fully justified for years past by 
a well-known small car which maintaing its 
reputation fully, and makes also a satisfactory 
four-seater. 
SMALL CAR PRODUCTION. 


Rather a notable point is the attention that 
is being given to,small car production by en- 
gineers who have not previously dealt with the 
motor. Their jobs should be good reliable ones, 
amd the fact is significant of the extraordinary 
interest now being displayed everywhere in 
motors and motoring. It makes one rather 
tremble for the future of so many hopeful 
candidates for distinction, but it is indisput- 
able that in the field of the small car British 
makers not only have led the way, but are atill 
without rivals in a field which offers a very 
promising market. It is certain, too, that 
British light cars will continue to extend the 
interest and favour in which they are held 
abroad. British light car makers are so much 
ahead in the licht car field that competitors 
in it will hardly be able to catch up, end there 
should be good markets also in the Dominions. 
At the same time newoomers are so numerous 
that hardly all of them can last, and it might 
be the greatest wisdom to combine resources 
on a much smaller number of designs. A 
French small car man of international repute 
is already producing in notable quantities, and 
though this rivalry will not necessarily prove 
dangerous, it shonki have the effect of exert- 
ing a steadying effect.

The King’s Message. 


The King's Message, which we print to- 
ay, will touch the, heart and imagination 
of his people throughout His Majesty's 
vast Empire. Next Tuesday will be the 
first anniversary of the signing of the 
Armistice, On the eleventh hour of the 
eleventh day of the eleventh month Ger- 
many admitted defeat, and peace and 
victory crowned the Allied arms. It is 
right that we should commemorate this 
great moment in the history of human 
liberty. The King suggests a manner 
of commemoration the simplest, the finest, 
and the most solemn that could be con- 
ceived. We know how the ex-Kaiser 
would have celebrated the first anniversary 
of a German victory, Germany’s steeples 
would have rocked with clamorous exulta- 
tion ; millions of soldiers would have been 
paraded; perhaps, conquered monarchs 
would have adorned the War Lord’s 
Triumph through the streets of Berlin. 
The British way is different. Our King 
gives no command, ordains no pomp. He 
asks his people.to unite with him in one 
pregnant moment of memory. Next 


Tuesday morning at eleven o'clock, as 
the King desires and hopes, there | 
will be a general suspension of work 
for two minutes. All labour in factory, 
shop, and office will cease; sound 
and locomotion will be stilled, so that, in 
that sacred silence, “all thoughts may be 
concentrated in reverent remembrance of 
the glorious dead.” The King’s desire | 
will be fulfilled by his loyal subjects in | 
these islands and, doubiless, throughout 
the whole Empire ; for in this matter he 
has interpreted their will. Trains will 
halt for two minutes, and in London and 
other great cities the police will stop the 
traffic. In every locality some signa! will 
be given at eleven o'clock: the maroons 
in London, once the harbingers of air- 
raids, will help to remind that immense 
community of its debt to tho fallen. The 
celebration will universal in Great 
Britain, and, though we cannot expect so 
much in Ireland, we hope and believe that 
our people will make an inspiring response 
to the King’s wish. Thanks for victory, 
honour to the dead—surely the hearts of 
most Irishmen, whatever their politics may 
be, will stop the work of their hands when | 
the solemn’ moment comes. Every Irish- | 
man and Irishwoman who have lost a dear 
one in the war, or to whom a dear one has |

been restored, must rejoice in this oppor- | 
tunity to bear public to their 
sorrowful pride or their deep thankfulness. 

We hope that all Irish trains and trams
